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DETAILED ACTION 

Remarks 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 
27, 2008 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections of the claims have been withdrawn.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 3-6, 10-15, 17, 19, 20, 22, and 24 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, in the combinations 
recited in independent claims 1 , 1 1 , 20 and 22 wherein the probe is enabled for a 
plurality of multiplexed tracing consumers and different actions are associated with the 
probe for each of the plurality of multiplexed tracing consumers, performing a first action 
associated with the probe for the first tracing consumer selected from the plurality of 
multiplexed consumers and performing a second action associated with the probe for a 
second tracing consumer selected from the plurality of multiplexed tracing consumers 
as reflected in Applicant's arguments (see Applicant's remarks, page 10).
